Karlstad, Sept, 23, —An agreement
was reached this morning on the terms
for the dissolution of the union of Nor
way and Sweden, The understanding
was arrived at during the final sesslon
of the delegates, which lasted over three
hours and adjourned until 11:30 p. m
During the adjournment the secrelaries
were engaged in preparing a protocol
for the signature of the representatives
of the two countries,

On the reassembling of the delegates,
some point of disagreement developed
and they were still in eonference at
b o'elock p, m. A rumor spreaa sdon
after the delegteen reawsembled t& the

fTect that an agreement had been signed
and this was telegraphed to Christiania,
Special tralng were In readiness to take
the delogates to Stockholm and Chris
tianin, but these Arangements were
countermanded and an agreement was
finally reachhsl. e

In nutieipation of the agreement large
crowds  had  mssembled around the
building in which the mestings had been
held, to witness the departure of the
delegates. The Norwegians emerged im-
mediately upon the conclusion of the
pescion and were on their way to Chris-
tlania within o few minutes after the
announcement was made as to the ont.
come of the negotiations. The Swel-
ish delogates remained within for some
time, but when they did show them-
solves, theg received an ovation and wis
escorted to the hotel by the crowd,
which sung the Swedish national an-
them, They left at midnight for Stock-

WRECK

HEAD ON COLLISION

Two Trainmen arc Killed

and Five Passengers
Injured.

CAUSED BY CARLEESNESS

Second Section of West Bound Passen.
ger Train Loaded with Exposition
Bound Tourists Cellides With a
Freight Near Weiser, Idaho,

Salt Lake Oity, Sept, 23—Report has
been received here that the second sec-
tien of west bound passenger train No.
I, on the Oregon Short Line collided
head on with frelght train No. 28, east

bound, today, near Welser. ldaho. At
least two persons are known to have
been Killed,

Later reports say that the engineer
of the passenger train and a baggage-
man or mail elerk are dead in he wreck,
and that several passengers are hurt,

There were quite a number of tourists
on the train bound for the Lewis and
Clark fair at Portland,

At the general office here of the Ore-
gon Short Line it § stated that only
meager details of the wreck have been
received. Two trainmen, it Is stated,
are dead, and five passengers  injured,
none serlously, £

A dispateh from Pocatello, Idabo,
slates that Engineer La Rose, of Po-
catello, i dead; and it is reported that
both engine crews were killed. The re-
port at Poeatello attributes the wreck
to violation of orders on the part of the
orew of the second section of the pas-
senger train, which is said to have Jeft
Eaton station, which is between Weiser,
Idaho, and Huntington, Ore, ahead of
time thus coming into collision with the
freight train,

Advices from Boise, Idaho, say that
the collision oceurred at 8:15 o'clock this
morning on the Oregon Short Line, one
mile west of Eaton the first station
west of Weiser, Idaho. The second sec-
tion of west bound passenger train No.
| and the loeal freight train runming
from Huntington, Ore, to Hoise, and
which also owrries a passenger coach,
were in collision. The fireman of the
passenger train was killed outright, and
the engineer, a mail clerk and a bag-
gage man on the same train were se-
verely injured. Both locomotives were
demolished,

The baggage and mail cars left tae
track and rolled down an embankment.
The other coaches remained on the
track, Aside from minor bruises re-
ceived in the shake-up, none of the tour-
ists were injured.

Portland, Sept. 23, 1 a. m.—Advices
received here give the dead and In-
jured as follows; “Buek” Reverlsteadt,
of Glenn's Ferry, ldabo, fireman on the
pasenger train J W, Harrison, of
Portland, a mail cleark and Alexander
La Rose, the enginter of the passenger
train,

Hlightly injured are: O, M. Harper, of
Demar, Kansas, and an unknown wo-
man.

The second section had orders to pass
the Doise and Huntington saccommoda-
tion train, known as the “Cannon Ball”
at Eeaton. When the passeuger arrived
at Eaton the “Cannon Ball" was pot on
the siding. Instead of waiting aa it
should have done, the passenger contin:
ued on twoard Huntington running at a
high rate of speed. The “Cannon Ball"
saw the passenger and stopped. Evi-

dently the engineer of the passenger did
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not see the “Cannon Ball” which was on
a curve until within less than 100 feet
of it, when he applied the emergency
brakes, but too late to stop the train's
momentum. ‘It erashed into the “Can-
on Ball” with terriffic foree, demolish-
ing both engines and throwing them in-
to the ditch, grinding the mall ear to
kindling wood and demolishing four cars
of the “Cannon Ball” seattering their
contents for 50 feet on either side of
the track. Reverlsteadt was pinned down
by the engine and it required four hours
to dig him out. The crew and passen-
gers of the “Cannon Ball” who saw the
passenger bearing down on them got off,
Harper was thrown through the win:
dow of one of the conches and lacerated
his side and shoulders. The unknown
woman has an arm broken, beside suf-
fering from comtusions. The train was
taken back to Weiser, and it will be
several hours before the wreckage is
cleared away %o trains can pass.
